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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restriction 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I in Paper No. 6 is acknowledged. 

2. The Examiner has carefully considered Applcant's amendment and accompanying remarks 
filed April 11, 2002. The 112/2nd rejections have been overcome. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in 
a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. Claims 1, 2, 4-7, 9-13, and 15-17 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Clark et al. (US 4,666,621), as shown in Paper #5. Rejection is maintained. 

5. Claims 3, 8, and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Clark 

et al. (US 4,666,621), as set forth above, in view of Henry (US 4,064,061) and Thrasher 

(US 5,342,436), as shown in Paper #5. Rejection is maintained. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed April 1 1 , 2002, have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive for the reasons set forth. Applicant argues that Clark et al. fail to disclose the claimed 
invention. This argument is not persuasive because Clark et al. are claiming the same structure 
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using the same materials as the present invention. Therefore, the wipe of Clark et al. would have 
the same properties as the cleaning sheet of the present invention.
